SHOCK OF HIS LIFE. 


Chicago, Feb. 27. 

“Scarface” Al Capone, the 
Kinz of the Chicago Under- 
world, the most notorious 
gong-Iénder in America, re- 
ceived the shock of ‘hia life 
to-day. He was convicted 
on a charge of contempt of 
court, aris'ng out of the non- 
payment of income tax, and 
appeared mildly amused at 
the decision. Then came the 
bombshell. ‘Sentence of six 
months’ imprisonment was 
passed. 


Capone (pronounced to rhyme 
with “throne”) might well have 
been startled. He has been ar- 
rested on numerous occasions in 
Chicago, He has voluntarily 
presented himself at the Chief 
Constable’s Office. But Chicago 
has never before decided to 
send him to prison. ‘ 

The only period the notorious 
yangster has spent in jail followed 
his conviction at Phfladelphia two 
years ago. when he was “sent up” 
for nenrly ca yenr to the 
Pennsylvania — Penitentiary — for 
carrying a pistol, “Even then it 
wy generally believed . that the 
Jail sentence Was arranged to en- 
ahly Cripone to evade the attentions 
of n particularly tenacious — rival 
gangster,

Capone's counsel did his best to 
assuage the wrath of his client. 
Eventually, bail was granted in the 
sum of G$5,000, and thirty days 
has been allowed for Capone to pre- 
pare an appeal against the sentence.

A Moral Issue. 


. Senator Walter F. George of 
Georgia is the most forward ex- 
ponent of the other school, He 
has frequently declared that the 
question of prohibition is strictly a 
non-political one, but is rather a 
moral issue, and no party should 
ever go on record thereon. 

An attempt to herd the Demo- 
cratic party over on the wet side 
of the issue will constitue a dif- 
ficult task for the northern wets, 
in view of the proverbial dryness 
of the’ South. 

However, wets say the South is 
dry as a matter of the practicality 
of keeping liquor awav_from the 
Negro, and not on moral grounds. 

They hope that.the South, there- 
fore, will be willing to subscribe 
to a state's right theory.

Hongkong is the most {mportant 
outpost of Great Britain in China, 
nnd It has been a great experience 
for us all to be here as visitors 
and to get to know as thoroughly 
as we do the people and the place. 
We shall leave with the most 
delightful) memories of friend- 
ships made and of weneraus hor- 
pitality, 


Fine Work Done Here. 


We are proud of the work which 
hax been done here by our couns 
trymen in building up 80 great a 
sen-port, 80 beautiful a city from 
what is described in the guite- 
book .as having ~oncee been a 
“stronghold for bold bad pirates,” 
We shall go back to spread the 
story of our reception here 
amongst, our friends at home. 

li ‘we are to judge from the 
weather of the last month those 
of us who come from Manchester 
will be able to say that Hongkong 
felt almost like home to them. 

We have been three months in 
China studying the problem get 
us in our terms of reference—in- 
vestigating into the position here 
of British trade and reporting how 
our trade with Chinn can be ‘in- 
creased. 

After my first speech ‘on arrival 
in Shanghai, one of the local 
papers avid that if I had a little 
more knowledge of things gunezes 
I might say with Moses, “O, Lord, 
Tam a man of slow specch, let my 
brother Aaron speak.” I feel to- 
night when I ought to have more 
knowledge of things Chincse that 
I should be very glad to give place 
to my brother Aaron. 

During our three months here, 
we have received much evidence 
and advice, which we have most 
carefully examined. We — will 
faithfully put our conclusions be- 
fore the Home Government and 
also our manufacturers and mer- 
chants, and we shall make some 
recommendations, 

I anid the other evening ‘at the 
dinner of the British Chamber of 
Commerce that one question before 
us is, “shall we do 
Well, that rests more with others 
than with us, but my hope and be- 
lief is that our people at Home 
will, if they find our recommenda- 
tions sound, make great efforts 
and sacrifices to carry them out. 


Decline of Local Trade. 


We ore atirred by the figures 
published two days ago regarding 
the decline of British trade in 
Piece goods to Hongkong. But we 
are not dismayed. The British 
people - will Tino to the country’s, 
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neod—of that there ja no doubt 
whatover. 

The skill of tho British worker, 
the onterprise of British manu- 
facturera, and the creative uso of 
British finance may—und probab- 
ly doca = require—re-organising 
More fully to suit the needs of a 
world very: different from the 
world of thirty yenra ago, Bit 
tho skill and the enterprise are 
still there, and. we belleva that 
this Mission will play its part in 
reawakening them to a realisation 
of the needs of the world of to- 
day.

{he problems before the Mission 
has filled me with admiration. J 
am glad to have this opportunity of 
making public expression of my 
feelings.

The Cost of War. 


At this point Ict mo interpolate & 
remark concerning a certain vic 
which I not infrequently ace repeated 
in the press, Ut in te the | cifect 
that foreigners exaggerate the impor- 
tance of wars in Chinn which, it Js 
allege, are really not so vitally im- 
portant becnuse thoy affect a few 
provincen ot a time and only a small 
minority of the: total population. 
This is a view with which I find It 
quite impossiblo to agree. The pro- 
portion of China's millions directly 
touched by the clush of contendiny 
armics may be comparatively small 
but that in only part of the story. 
What must be romembered, is that 
vastly greuter number are ruined: by 
the indirect consequences of the war 
—the crushing. military taxation, 
wreeked communications, the stimulus 
given to banditry and the destruction 
of confidence generally. More than 
this, the reconstruction of the country 
is held.up by the diverting to purposes 
of war of the Government's resources 
and enervies and by the check Jmposed 
on all public enterprises. 

To return ‘to the situation; ay 
soon aos the war wor over, 
Marshal Chang Heuch-Hang  vislt- 
od Nanking whero & 
‘agreement was cffected between him 
and the National Government, A real 
understanding between Nanking und 
Mukden is the best guarantee against 
the renewal of civil war on the North 
side of the Yangtze, Whether — the 
prosent agreement will stand, the 
strain inherent [n Buch compacts, 
partleularly on the financial ste, it 
is somewhat early to avy, but the 


-| signs on the whole are favournble and,- 


if China survives thls spring without 
‘a fresh breach of the peace we may 
hope that the corner fs turned and that 
the phase of civil warfare which hos 
now Insted for two whole devader 
will at last be at an end. 


Confidence Strengthenvd. 


Such confidence is strengthened by 
the results of the Plenary Session of 
the Kuomintang Central Executive 
which met at Nanking last Autumn, 
It war there decided to convoke a 
National Conventian to mect.on May 
Sth. The calling of thie Convention 
(or People’s Conference ax tt in also 
cnlled) answers the charge made by 
their opponents against the Nanking 
Party of monopolising pewer anid of 
upposing popular control, If the dee 
Cision is honestty carrled out it should 
do rouch to remove the cuuaes of Lriv- 
tiqn and jealousy which"have Kept tn” 
ticnaliet China inva stale of distinlon 
during the past two yeurs, 

There remains a formidable problem 
calling for all the energy and deter- 
mination which Presidcnt Chiang Kai 
shek has shown himself to posses 
ample measure, [ refer to the Com- 
munist mennee, For the tast two or 
three years large parts of Central 
and Southern China have been ravi 
ed and held in terror by -so-called 
“red” urmies,  consiiting of bandits, 
disbanded — soldlery; ound ruined 
and desperate peasants ore 
ganised more or Jess under com- 
munist — leadership. In, certain 
areas the Civil Government is 
suid to have been sttperseded by Soviet 
organa which have set up thelr ow 
system and even established, schools 
nnd banks on the communist pattern.

ALLEGED ABUSE OF 
“ATTACHMENT. 


SAID TO HAVE GOT ORDER 
ON EMPTY CLAIM. 


A submission that Li Wal-ping, 
No. 5, Queen Street, had ubuaed ao 
Prohibitery Order for Attachment, 
by obtaining the order on the Po 
Hing Theatre for an empty claim. 
was made by Mr... G. Sheldon, 
in the Supreme Cort yesterday 
afternoon, before the Acting Chief 
Justice (Mr. Justice Wood). Mr. 
Sheldon, who was dastructed © by 
Mr. D. V, Stenvenson, of Messrs. 
Dencons, stated he waw instructed 
that LI Wal-ping was naman of 
atraw and, in fact, when an ac. 
count Was taken it was found that 
he owed defendant the sum 
$1,483.64, : . 

Orivinally LI Wai-ping  sned 
Chan Wai, owner of the Jo Hing 
Thentre, living at) No. 27. Pot 
tinger Street, for the sim = of 
$23,235.06, for work done. and 
material supplied in connexion 
with the construction of ‘the 
theatre, obtaining the attachment 
order when he issued the writ. 
An account was taken by the 
Registrar who found that plaintiff 
had no claim but, Instead, owed 
defendant the stm mentioned 
above. 


The Motion, 


Yesterday afternoon Mr. Shel- 
don,-who appenred for defendant, 
moved a motion (J) that the re- 
port of the Registrar, dated 
February 2, 1951, be adopted and 
carried into effect. (2) That 
judgment be entered for defendant 
in the sum of $1,483.64 with costs, 
and (3) that the Prohibltory 
Order for Attachment on the Po 
Hing Theatre, made on leovruary 
22, 1991, should be diacharsred. 

Plaintiff was neither present 
nor represented, and the motion 
was heard ex-parte. 

A‘ter Mr. Sheldon had put hin 
motion before the Court, his 
Lordship painted out that the last 
document on the file by the 
plaintiff was a notice of motion. 

Mr, Sheldon explained he had 
received a letter from plaintiff's 
solicitors Lo the «effect that they 
were unable to get further instruc 
tions and were not, therefore, 
‘proceeding. further with the tnat- 
ter, That motion was not before 
the Court, 

Continuing, eannsel stated that 
he had a further application to 
make damages concerning the 
attachment order. After pointing: 
ont that the Code provided for 
damages to the eatent of $1,000, 


‘nnd that they had given notice to 


the other side that they intended 
tu make the application, Mr. Shel- 
don continued he was instructed 
that plaintiff wan a “man of 
straw” and there appeared to be 
no chance oof petting anything, 
whatever the judgment might be. 


Altachment Abused. 


He expinined that he had been 
specifically asked to bring the 
mitter before the Court for what 
it might be worth, as it was con- 
sidered that the — attachment, 
which had. been obtained ez-parte, 
wasooan abuse oof o dangerous 
weapon. A Prohibitory Attach. 
ment could be obtained ex-parte, 
but unless one could put up ac. 
tual cash it was very diflieult to 
set one removed. 

Originally, continued counsel, 
plaintiff brought an action againsr 
defendant for $23,000 odd and ob- 
tained the attachment at the same 
time, but when the matter was in- 
vestigated before the Rewistrar, 
who look an account, it was found 
that, in fact, defendant did not 
owe a penny to plaintiff, but, on 
the other hand, plaintifT owed de- 
fendant the sum of 31,483.64. Mr. 
Sheldon submitted that. plaintilf 
must have known his claim for 
$23,000 was an empty once. 

His Lowiship remarked Jit was 
clear that plaintiff's claim had 
vanished in consequence - of tine: 
Registrar's enquiry, and asked 
if there was anything: to show he 
knew his claim to he empty before 
the enquiry. 

Damage Suffered. rp 

After having satisfied his Lord- 
ship, by reference to documenta 
and “alfidavits, that this wag so, 
Mr. Sheldon, dealing with the 
question of damage — suffered, 
stated that, in consequence of the 
attachment, defendant -* 
prohibited: from, dealing with the 
Po Hing Theatre, of which ad- 
mitiedly:he-was the owner, for twa 
yenres.He-had been prevented 
from” ‘mortgaging it, charging it, 
or dealing with. it in any way,'-In 
addition to“that‘,-there, were av 
nuniber of-other Ways ‘in whic: 
dofendant had suffered, which he 
did, not_preppse td bring forward 
unless: desired. : 

His Lordship made an order in 
the terms of the motion, and, on 
Mr.. Sheldon’s ‘sueestion,. nward- 
ed damages to tho-extent of $6500.

NEW POSTAL RATES. 


REVISED CHARGES STILL 
BEING CONSIDERED. 


Incrensed postage rates to bring 
tha postal revenue up to the figure 
Mmentioncd * by Mr. Hallifax 
(Colonial Secretary) at the Logls- 
lative Council mecting on Thurs- 
day aro still under consideration 
by the Government. Mr. Hallifax 
stated yesterday that the. actual 
figures had not yet definitely heen 
dccided on, but an carly announce- 
ment would be made. The in- 
creases will be aumcicnt to uring 
postal revenue up by $166,000. 

When the new rates aro an- 
nounced, it will probably be found 
that the Siberian route rate to. 
Home may be more than the Sudz 
rate, It is understood thnt this 
question ‘wae discussed at length 
when the Inst increase in postal 
rates was mado in August Inst 
year, owing to the additional -ex-" 
pense of the Siberian route. 

There {s not Hkely to bo any 
change In the local and China rate 
and the cost for -letters to the 
United Kingdom via Suez may be 
in the neighbourhood of 12 cents. 
Tho British Empire. rate has 
always been the same as the Home 
rate, and will probably be similar- 
ly increased. 

It {s conjectured that the 
foreign rate will be Inthe vicinity 
of 20 cents, and the Siberian 
route, perhaps the same or a fow 
cents less: 

The new rates will most likely 
come into force as from April 1. 
Parce] charges are being similarly 
reviged,

COLON Y’S TRANSPORT. 


AS Was to be expected. the old 
controversy of trams versus buses 
was revived at-the annual meeting 
of Hongkony Tramways, Ltd., yes. 
tterday, Some good points were 
made in defence of trams in the 
course of the Chairman's speech, 
especially in regard to their un- 
doubted ability to handle huge 
crowds expeditiously and, what is 
of equal importance, to provide 
efficient service at a remarkably 
low fare. We can agree, alao, 
with the contention that to sub- 
stitute trams hy buses: in Hong- 
kong would involve.a hardship on 
those to whom cheapness of travel 
is exsential, On the question of 
congestion, Mr. John Arnott, M.P., 
in a recent article in the Yorkshire 
Post, put tbe position tersely when 
he pointed out that with trams, 
motor jorries and motor omnibuses 
operating in narrow streets, con- 
gestion is bound to.result, but such 
congestion ix due to the develop- 
ment of traife in roads too narrow 
to ‘carry it; the substitution of 
motor .buscs for tramears would 
not imprave matters. There Js no 
enll at the moment to go further 
into this niatter of trams versus 
buses, since we know of no inten- 
fion of developing the one type of 
service in Hongkong to the exclu- 
‘sion of the other. The plain fact 
would appear to be that there is 
room in the Colony for both trams 
and buses; each have thelr parti- 
cular sphere of service to the 
community. :

Washington, Jan. 23. 

The attitude of Congress  lo- 
wards war dobt revisions and |a- 
tornational financial co-operation 
iy clenrly shown by the inquiry 
now ‘belny held by the: sub-com- 
mittoe of the Sento Committee on 
Banking and Currency. into the 
appointment of Mr. Eugene Meyer 
as Governor of the Federal Re- 
serve Board. . fe 

The main charges — brought 
against Mr. Meyer, which is heid 
to render him unfit for the post, 
is his interest in “international 
finance,” and despite the  over- 
whelming opinion of * banking. 
circles that some form of dent 
revision would aid the nation’s 
economic welfare, public opinion 
na no whole remains hostile to any 
change. : 

Yor thia renaon the suggestions 
mado by Mr, Edward Hurley, 
President of the American Manu- 
fncturore’ Association, this after- 
noon will make no more impr :a- 
afon on Congress than those of 
Mr. Albert Wiggins, Chairman of 
the Chnse National Bank, and 
othera. Mr. Hurley points oui 
that at the time the War debt 
settlements were negotiated the 
principle of capacity to pay and 
not the actual amount due was 
connidered. 

If the nogotiations took place to- 
day on the anme principle much 
lower figures would be adoptad. 
Therefore he sugiests progressive 
reduction. To forestall the argu- 
ment that’ Europe woald use the 
moncy on armaments, ho suggests 
an understanding between the 
United States and the 16 debtor 
nations for a progressive reduction 
of armament budgets. He also 
propoaea an immediate two-year 
moratorium. 

The Administration position {s 
that the European debt burden is 
oxaggerated, that any change 
would place an incrensed burden 
on the American tnxpnyer, and 
that no intimation has been re- 
celved officially abrond that 4 
moratorium was desired or that 
the payments were considered too 
heavy. 

As for a reduction of armament 
ludgets, the Administration con- 
sider that the military force off 
the United States has alrenity been 
reduced to a minimum, ‘There 
are fewer soldiers’ than polie. in 
the country. Naval’ armaments 
were definitely settled at the Lon- 
don conference. 

It will be some time yet b store 
the average American is convinced 
that debt revision is good busi- 
ness. The first essential will be 


the restoration of confidence on, 


Wall Street. At present. however, 
unjustly, Wall Street is in disgrace 
owing to the general depression 
and its suggestions are fpao facto 
suspect.

This was « case which,’ Sir 
Patrick Hastings, KC. solid, 
might decide what should be done 
with very large sums of money 
now in the hands of Messrs. Bar- 
ing Brothers and Company, 
bankers, of Bishopsgate, London; 
the money originally belonged to 
the Tanrlat Government of Rusain, 


The actlon was brought — by 
Measrs. Gaston and Company, Inc., 
of, Brondway, New York, who 
eliinied £39,462 for motor vehicles 
supplied to the ordér of the Rus- 
sian Government in 1916. They 
said that the money was asaigned 
to them by the Russian Govern- 
ment in October, 1917, out of funds 
then jn the bands of Mesers. 
Baring. . 


Messrs. Baring denied that the 
assignment was given, or erald 
be gziven, authorising Loe payment, 
and they contended that after a 
date near the end of 1916, no pay- 
ments could be made unless sanc- 
tloned by the British Treasury. 


Confirmed by the Soviet. 


The ense for Messrs. Gaston 
was that motor lorries ordered by 
the Russian Government were 
shipped from New York in 1915. 
‘The ship never reached Russia, b> 
ing either mined or torpedocd, on 
the way. The goods had been 
“neeepted” by the Russian Govern- 
menvs representative in New York 
and their value—the sum claimed 
—became due. 


It waa the practice uf the Rus- 
sian Government to pay through 
Messra. Buring for goods ordered 
in America, and Messrs, Gaston 
asserted that in October, 1917, 4 
Colonel Schmidt, who was in the 
Russian War Office, gave to plaln- 


tiffs’ representative in Russia af 


letter assigning to them the 
amount due trom funds held by 
Messrs. Baring. That assignment 
was confirmed by n Mr. Axelrod, 
on behalf of the Soviet Govern- 
ment, in 1918.

It is stated that- no-one  wit- 
nessed the actunl shooting 
of the plumber, first” intima- 
tion’ that things were amiss 
being when shots were heard in 
the stecrnge accommodation about 
8 p.m. on February 24, when the 
liner was approaching Manila. 
Correa, it fs said, was seen with a 
82 calibre revolver in his hand. 
and there was a wild chase around 
the accommodation until he was 
finally apprehended. 

A steward, Chan Sik, was 
slightly wounded in the head hy a 
ricochet bullet, it fs understood. 
and when a search of the stecrage 
accommodation was made, Mr. 
Harrigan was found in 1 critical 
condition, He recelved immediate 
attention from the ship's surgeon 
and Dr. Arviso and Dr. Schoenle- 
her, who were among the pasacn- 
gers, bat odied at 35 pam. He 
was buried at Manila.
